LIKCOLN, 111., Dec.. 13.—Ourcit; 


is now experiencingfa water famine 
cisterns all being dry and a grea 
many wells also. «Tbe general supply 
of water now is obtained from the 
coal shaft. 
We have felt the effect 


of the present general coal famine 
only to the extent of the rise in the 
price of coal at the shaft, here; which 
has been twenty-flve cents per ton. 


Yet ten cents of this goes to the 


miners, giving them the benefit of 
two fitt6s of t e rise. The general 
scarcity of coal and the rise in the 
price of that commodity has caused 
the agitation of the question of sink- 
ing a new shaft at the junction of the 
C. & A. and P. D. A, E. railroads, in 
the north east part of the city, by a 


company. It is hoped an organi 


zation will be formed and the shaft 
sunk as the enterprise would be a 
valuable acquisition to our city and 
baneficial both to the city and county. 
It would also pay the operators in- 
asmuch as the present coal company 


ot fill its orders. Tae present 


company will doubtless do what it 
can to discourage the enterprise. 


The utmost present capacity of the 


shaft here is only about four hundred 
andflfty tans per day, though the 
amount now being taken out is per- 
tiaps about 350. Coal east on tbe W. 
St. L. & P. railway has been exceed- 
ngly scarce for some time and to-day 
that road ran a special coal train east 
taking about 300 tons of coal to east- 
ern points on its line. Coal has been 
hauled from the shaft; here by wagon s 
to '.he distance of forty miles.

It is the substance and th 
point of a standing juke which neve 
loses its zest. Mr. Punch's artists, whe 
hard put to it for the subject of asocia 
sketch, can always fall back uponth 
misfortunes of the aspirate. 


H in speech is an unmistakable mar 


of class distinction in England, as ever, 
observant person soon discovers. I n 
marked upon this to an English gentle 
man, an officer, who replied, "It's 
greatest blessing in the world: a sure pro- 
tection against cads. You meet a felloi 
who is well dressed and behaves himsel 
decently enough, aud yet you don't know 
exactly what to make of him; but gj 
him talking, and if he trips upon his h' 
that settles the question. He's a cha 
you'd better be shy of." Another frien 
said to me of a London man of wealth 
and of such influence as come fron 
wealth and good nature: "Thecovernp 
has lots of sense, and is the best fellow i 
the world, but he hasn't an h to bless 
himself with." And there seems to be 
no help for the person who has once ac- 
quired this mode of pronunciation. Hab- 
its of speech, when formed in early life, 
are the most ineradicable of all habits; 
and this one, 1 believe, is absolutely be- 
yond the reach of any diciplim-, and ev- 
en of prolonged association with good 
speakers. In England I observed many 
people in|a constant struggle with thierh, j 
overcoming and being overcome, and 
sometimes triupmhing when victory wai 
defeat.

Seventy thousand persons in America 


yearly die of consumption, most of whom 
have inherited the disease. 
Vast num- 


bers inherit a tendency to rheumatism, 
epileptiy, insanity, cancer, indigestion, 
migraine, neuralgia, asthma, and to ear- 
ly loss of sight and hearing. 


No other cause of grief and suffering 


compares -with' that due to organic de- 
fects handed down from parent to child. 
Of onr forty millions of people probably 
twenty-six million inherit some constitu- 
tional defect. 


But hitherto little haa been done to 


arrest these tendencies. 
Physicians are 


called only to the sick. On the contrary, 
those who" have inherited tendencies to 
disease are generally as careless of their 
health as othera; while, in the case of 
those who already show the tendency, 
their friends are apt to pursue just the 
course most likely to strenghten it. 


For instance, a consumptive is shut up 


from the out-dqor air and gentle exer- 
cise, though these are his only hope. 
Moreover, the whole influence of our so- 
cial life and practices encourages the 
thoughtless squandering of vital reserve. 


Asa consequence, we are degenerating 


as a people. The death-rate and birth- 
rate are steadily approximating. The 
difference is already less in New Eng- 
land than in any country .of Europe, 
France alone excepted. 


Yet there is no inherent difficulty in 


the way of extirpatiug hereditary dig- 
case. Hygienic cure would accomplish 
it—such care as can come' only from a 
medic.-' expert, and such as we are all 
ready a resort to in acute disease. 
Able physicians have thus been able to 
extirpate tubercular consumption from 
themselves, their families, and descend- 
ants.

Terlletef termer's Jury. 


On 
Monday 
morning 
Thomas 


Doyle, 8r., came to his death at the 
boarding houw of Mrs. Hennesy, in 
the 5th Ward, by falling down stairs 
Ud breaking his neck. The accident 
oecored about 4 o'clock in the morn 
lug. at wbicti lime Mr. Doyle enquired 
of hU room mate. Mr, John Suay, it 
Mrs. Heun sy was up. After uiak.nx 
the inquiry, deceased dressed himself 
aud started to go duwu stairs, and 
having no light he mad« a minstep anu 
fell trout tbe top to the bottom of the 
stairway. 
On hearing the fa'l Mr. 


S iay aud Mr. Harvey McLean pro- 
'cured a light and rout immediately 
to when deceased was lying at the 
foot of the stairs with his head under 
his body, and his neck broken. He 
was immediately taken up and found 
to be dead. Coroner Diuueeu was no- 
tified of the accident as soon as pos- 
sible, and a jury was summoned to 
inquire into the circumstances attend- 
ing the death. Tbe jury was com 
posed of John 
Lindsey, foreman; 


Caarles Dodwell, El as Oliver, Geo. 
Bteinen, Kobt F. Brown, aad Lewis 
Sonnsen, and 11« evidence niven be 
fore tbe jury was in accordance with 
the above statements. Mr. Doyle was 
in the employ ot the W., St. L. ft P. 
railway companv. and was about «0 
years of age. At the lime of his 
death be was a boarder at Mrs. Hen 
nesy's house. Tu« verdict of tbe 
jury wu that deceased came to bis 
death by the dislocation of his neck, 
Ciuseu by a fail on the stairway at the 
house of Denuis Hennesy. .
